Further, the applicant states that Boutcher does not teach dynamically linking distributed objects corresponding to version information 
contained in the first message. In response, it is noted that Boutcher does utilize a mapping table, however, this table is accessed during 
program execution to enable an older version to interact with a newer version of the program over a network. As this occures during 
execution, the versions are dynamically linked upon determination that a version mapping can occur. The rejections of claims 1-8,10-18 
and 20-28 are proper and maintained.
